Riverbank Park Fight Gains Steam 


"It is our park. They cannot take it away from us." 

That was the feeling in Wolff Memorial 
Presbyterian Church on July 16, when the Save 
Riverbank Park Coalition sponsored a community 
meeting about the proposal to destroy Riverbank 
Park, and replace it with two stadiums. More than 
100 people, of all ages and nationalities, came to 
the meeting to protest the plan. The diverse group 
included representatives of groups like the Little 
League, the Ironbound Boys and Girls Club, and 
Portuguese clubs and organizations. 

The City of Newark, Essex County, and the 
Essex County Improvement Authority (ECIA) want 
to build a minor league baseball stadium, and a 
stadium for international soccer. The stadiums 
would take the whole park area. There have been 
no public hearings or meetings about the proposal. 
At private meetings held last year, no actual plans 
were available, and the proposal only involved a 
part of the park. But in April of this year, 
Ironbound residents saw pictures of the stadium 
design in the Maplewood Record newspaper, 
showing that the proposal covered the entire 
Riverbank Park area. 

The meeting July 16 began with Joseph 
Della Fave, Executive Director of the Ironbound 
Community Corporation, who presented factual 
information about the park proposal, and Irene 
DeOliveira, a member of the Save Riverbank Park 
Coalition, who gave the reasons that neighbors who 
live close the park are against the proposal. 

By that time, Tom Banker, Executive 
Director of the Essex County Improvement 
Authority, which is directing this proposal, arrived. 
He presented the plans for the project. Mr. Banker 
was the only public official in attendance, although 
all the City Councilpersons and Freeholders had 
been invited. (Councilman Martinez and Freeholder 
Pat Sebold said they were on vacation that week). 

Speaker after speaker gave their reasons for 
why they thought that Riverbank Park should be 
saved. "It is unbelievable to me that they would 
consider taking this park in such a crowded 
neighborhood, when we desperately need space,"

Young people jog and walk there. Baseball, tennis, 

basetball, soccer and volleyball games go on their 

all the time.

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Should Riverbank Park Be Just A Memory? 


Did you know these facts about the stadium 
proposal: 


* There has already been $1.2 million set aside in 
the Essex County budget for over a year for the 
improvement of Riverbank Park, specifically the 
baseball and soccer playing fields. 


* The proposed project will cost $22 million in 
public money. While the City and County threaten 
to raise our taxes, they will issue public bonds (our 
tax dollars) to pay for this proposal. The City and 
County will sell Skyboxes (private suites for the 
games), and get money from Casino revenues. 
Taxpayers will pay what’s left of the cost. 


* The designers of this proposal say a new 
playground will be built across Raymond Blvd., 
along the river by Brill St. The land they are 
talking about is privately owned. The land would 
have to be purchased, and cleaned up. Who knows 
when that would happen? Ironbound residents have 
waited almost 10 years for a swimming pool, and 
the clean up of the Ironbound Stadium on St. 
Charles St. 


* No traffic and parking studies have been done. 
The City and County say that if 6000 people show 
up for a game, they will park at lots by Penn 
Station and take shuttle busses to the game. How 
much will it cost them to park? Who is going to run 
shuttle busses for 50 games a year? If only 25% of 
those coming decide to park on the streets, that is 
500 cars! 


* No public meetings about this proposal were held 
(except those called by the Save Riverbank Park 
Coalition). 


* Tronbound residents were not shown the plans 


until after the City Council and the Essex County 
Freeholders voted on them. 
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* The proposal calls for a concert stage that can 
hold up to 15,000 people! Where will they park? 
How will we drive in our own neighborhood? What 
will happen to property values? 

* Ironbound only has two good sized parks: 
Riverbank and Independence. This proposal would 
eliminate 50% of our recreational space, in a 
neighborhood of over 40,000 people. Where will 
people go for space and recreation?

When one speaker asked what message about 
the stadium proposal the crowd wanted to send to 
City and County officials, there was a resounding 
shout: "No!" 

Many of the comments centered on the lack 
of parking, and the congestion which already exist 
in the neighborhood. Residents were also extremely 
skeptical that the community would have any access 
to the facility, or if and when recreational space and 
a playground would ever be replaced. 

Some speakers pointed to the fact that East 
Ward Councilman Henry Martinez works as a 
consultant for the Essex County Improvement 
Authority as a possible conflict of interest. "We 
have no one really representing us on this," said 
one person. 

The last part of the meeting was devoted to 
planning the fight to save the park. Petitions are 
being circulated, and a number of actions have been 
planned for the next few weeks. For information on 
meeting dates, action, and how you can get 
involved, call 589-3353.

Can Residents Be Ignored? Let Me Count The Ways 


1) There have been no public hearings or 
community meetings on this issue (until Ironbound 
Community Corporation called a meeting and Save 
Riverbank Park Coalition was formed on June 12, 
1996). There were two private presentations in fall 
of 1995 which not everyone knew about. At that 
time, Ironbound Community Corporation 
representatives asked for a traffic study and public 
involvement in the process at every step. Neither 
happened. 

2) On May 30, 1995, Joe Della Fave, 
Director of the ICC, sent a letter to Essex County 
Executive James Treffinger spelling out all the 
concerns about the stadium proposal. He sent 
copies to the Mayor, Councilman Henry Martinez, 
and to the President of the Board of freehodlers, 
Freeholder Joseph Parlavecchio, and Tom Banker, 
Director of the Essex County Improvmenet 
Authority. No one answered. 

3) Community residents never saw the plans 
but the Maplewood Record published the plans on 
April 11, 1996, showing that all of Riverbank Park 
would be taken. 

4) On June 19, 1996, the Board of 
Freeholders gave initial approval to the baseball 
stadium proposal, in spite of opposition from 
Ironbound residents. A number of community 
residents attended and spoke against the proposal at 
the meeting. The Freeholders voted unanimously for 
the proposal anyway. 

5) On June 20, some Ironbound residents 
went to City Hall, and sat there until 12:30 AM in 
order to speak out against the baseball stadium 
proposal. No vote was taken at that time. 

6) Instead, on July 8, 1996, the City Council 
scheduled a special Council meeting, during the 
daytime. Ironbound residents found out about it at 
the very last minute, and showed up. When they 
were finally given an opportunity to speak, they 
asked why no one had been told about the meeting, 
and spoke out against the stadium proposal. The 
City Council voted in favor of it anyway. There 
were two abstentions: Councilman Martinez (who 
felt he shoud! not vote since he also works for the 
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Essex County Improvement Authority which is in 
charge of this project), and Councilman Rice, who 
said the whole project was being pushed through 
too fast, and seemed to be ignoring the concerns of 
the community (Star Ledger, July 9, 1996). 

The questions remain: why the hurry, why 
the secrecy, why the lack of community meetings 
around this issue, why are our officials voting 
against our wishes? Obviously Ironbund residents 
will have to do more than talk to make themselves 
heard on this issue.

ICATW News 


Members of the Ironbound Committee 
Against Toxic Waste (ICATW) have been busy: 

* Students from the Governor’s School, a 
summer program for outstanding highschool 
students, took a tour of the Ironbound in July, 
hosted by the ICATW. The students learned about 
pollution in a community and how it affects 
residents. 

* ICATW joined other groups for a clean up 
along the Passaic River in May. 

* ICATW sponsored a one day conference 
for minority women about pollution and its affect 
on health. "Women of Color and the Environment" 
was held July 25, and featured speakers who are 
working on environmental issues from New York 
and New Jersey. 

* ICATW was part of a coalition which 
tested children for lead poisoning at Terrell Homes 
in June.

Garbage Decision 


The Supreme Court has said that 
municipalities cannot be forced to send their 
garbage to designated facilities. This decision may 
cause even more problems for the incinerator 
industry. Incinerators rely on a steady stream of 
garbage. It often cost cities more money to take it 
to the incinerators. Now they will take their garbage 
where it is cheapest to take it. 

Some incinerators, like the one in Newark, 
were built too big to begin with. The Essex County 
incinerator requires 680,000 tons of trash a year. 
Essex County signed a contract with the incinerator 
operator, American Ref-Fuel, that says that the 
county taxpayers have to pay when there is not 
enough garbage for the incinerator. In 1995, Essex 
County only sent 510,000 tons of garbage to the 
incinerator. Essex had to pay about $5.6 million to 
make up the difference. The Supreme Court 
decision means that there will probably be even less 
garbage brought to the incinerator, and more of our 
tax dollars will go up the in smoke.

Sludge Wars 


The fight against locating a sludge 
processing plant on Avenue A is continuing. The 
Passaic Valley Sewage Commission wants to sign a 
contract with Wheelabrator Inc. The contract would 
mean that PVSC would send all its sludge in trucks 
from the PVSC plant on Wilson Ave. to Ave. A, 
where it would be chemically treated. Residents are 
concerned about truck traffic and bad odors which 
may be caused. The proposed facility is close to 
homes and to South St. School. 


In a number of ways, residents have been 
working to publicize the situation, and gain support. 
They have had success: 

1) At the urging of residents the Newark 
City Council passed a resolution opposing the 
locating of the sludge facility on Avenue A. 

2) A petition drive is being carried on 
among local residents, and copies of the resolution 
against this location have been sent across the state 
to get support. So far 13 other environmental 
organizations have endorsed the resolution. 

3) Residents and their supporters created a 
float which appeared in the Portuguese Day Parade. 
The same float appeared in the Fourth of July 
parade in Montclair. Channel 12 News also covered 
the sludge story. 


On July 11, residents and supporters parked 
the float outside the Passaic Valley Sewage 
Commission’s headquarters on Wilson Ave., and 
attended the PVSC Commissioners meeting to 
repeat their opposition to the contract with 
Wheelabrator. 

"I love Newark," said Grant Conselyea, an 
Ironbound resident who lives near the proposed 
location. "I don’t want to move to Vermont." 

Madelyn Hoffman from the Grass Roots 
Environmental Organization said, "You would 
never be able to get away with the things you have 
done with this contract if you were locating this in 
a rich area." 


Part of the sludge float which won Honorable

Tiwana Steward, a legal intern with the 
Ironbound Committee Against Toxic Waste, said 
that the proposed .Icoation of the sludge plant 
reflects a pattern of locating environmentally 
hazardous plants in areas which are primarily 
minority or non-English speaking. "Communities of 
color have been America’s dumping ground for too 
long," she said. i 

The proposed contract still has to be 
approved by the federal environmental Protection 
Agency and the state’s Department of 
Environmental Protection. 

City Councilman Donald Tucker, who also 
works as a PVSC Commissioner, said that if the 
federal level approves the contract, the City of 
Newark will go to court to fight it. 

Residents said that Wheelabrator has already 
announced they will begin operations in October.

Newark e do condado do Essex, a demolição do 
parque vai comencar em Setembro de 1996.A 
Coalização Para Salvar o Parque Riverbank 
pergunta: Onde levamos os nossos filhos em 
Setembro? Onde jugamos futebol? Onde jugamos 
basebol, ténis, basquetebol? Em qual helva vamos 
sentar-nos para ler um livro, ter um piquenique, 
gozar do sol?

Por agora, os póliticos achão que 6000 
pessoas vai ir a cada jogo, e que todos vão 
estacionar no estacionamentos do Kinney perto da 
estação, ainda vão tomar um autorcarro até o 
estadio. Que vai acontecer cuando os fanaticos en 
vez de usar transporto público decidam conduzir e 
deixar os seus carros na nossa ruas? Onde vamos 
estacionar Os nossos carros, nos passeios? 

7) O Ironbound tem uma população de 
40,000 que vem de diferentes países. Como otra 
comunidades, nos estimamos os 2 únicos sítios de 
recreio que temos e que são conocidos comos o 
Parque da Market (Riverbank Park) e o Parque dos 
Mosquitos (Independence Park). Estes parques 
ajuda contribuir para a bona saude e o bem estar 
emocional dos residentes.

Este foi o tema da noite na Igreja Wolff 
Memorial Presbyterian Church, no dia 16 de Julho, 
quando a Coligação para Salvar o Parque Riverbank 
patrocinou uma reunião comunitária naquela igreja 
com a intenção de protestar contra a construção de 
dois estadios naquele parque.

Orador após orador pronunciou-se contra a 
destruição do parque. "É inconcevível como 
pretendem destruir este parque numa zona 
residencial, quando o que precisamos é de mais 
espacos livres," disse Steve Powell. "As nossas ` 
crianças brincam no parque. Jovens frequentam-no 
e praticam desporto lá, como beisebol, tenis 
futebol, voleibol e basketbol. É um parque velho 
mas bonito. Sim devia estar mais bem conservado, 
mais não pode ser substituído.” 

Quando um orador perguntou qual a 
mensagem a enviar aos represnetantes da cidade e 
do condado quanto à construção dos estádios a 
resposta foi dada duma forma alta e clara - "Não!" 

Muitos dos comentários feitos nessa noite 
relacionaram-se com a falta de estacionamento, e a 
congestão de trânsito que existe neste bairro.

A guerra contra a localização de uma planta 
de processamento de lamas continua. 

A Comissão do Passaic Valley Sewage 
(PVSC) planeia em assinar um contrato com a 
companhia "Wheelabrator Inc." O contrato seria 
para que o PVSC pudesse levar em camiões toda a 
lama de seu local na Wilson Ave., para a Avenida 
A, aonde seria quimicamente tratada. Os residentes 
estão preocupados sobre o trafico de camiões e 
cheiros que possam causar. A planta proposta esta 
proxima de casas e da escola da South St. 

De varias maneiras, os residentes têem 
trabalhado para publicar a situação e ganharem 
apoio.

_ Grant Conselyea, um residente de Newark 
que vive cerca do local proposto, disse, "Eu amo 
Newark, eu não quero mudar para Vermont." 

Tiwana Steward, uma internista legal para o 
ICATW, disse que o local proposto da facilidade da 
lama reflecte um estilo de lcoalizar plantas 
perigosas em áreas que são maiormente minoritarias 
ou que não falam inglês.
